works at Fort Saott, he has discarded the 
cumbrous Gorman machinery and intro- 
duced original mechanisms better suited 
to his new process, tho diffusion or aat 
urahon method.

The secret of Its 
scarcity is bc«r,ise or its consumption in 
the arts and manufactures. It is estimated 
that the supply from all the mines of the 
world has fallen to 103,000,000 annually. Of 
this, 101,000,000 are consumed in manufact- 
ures, leaving only (-".£,000,000 to uso as 
money.

TUB United States still supplies the United 


Kingdom vritli nearly two-thirds tho wheat 
whleh It consumes, as shown by offlcialBrit- 
Ish figures just made public. The amount 
of wheat imported into that country in 1SSG 
wa» 121,000,000 bushel-*, of which the United 
States furnished ahout ?2,iX)0,000. India, as 
hi every recent year, came r.ext to the 
United States, supplying 20,000,000 bushels. 
Russia; and Canada provided about 7,000,000 
bushels each, and Austria and Germany 
together sent :i like quantity, while a few 
other countries furnished small quantities. 


Ax American engineer, who has mado the 


subject a special study on tho spot, has cal- 
culated that tho Chinese wall has contents 
of eighteen million cubic :r.eters (B,KO mill- 
ion cubic feet). The cubic contents of the 
Great Pyramid is only 241,200 meters. Tho 
material used in tbo construction of the 
Chinesa Wall would bo sufficient to build a 
wall round the globe 1.8 meter (six feet) 
high, and 0.0 meter (two feet) thick. The 
same authority estimates the cost of the 
Chinese "Wall to bo equal to the railway 
mileage o£ the United States (123,000 miles). 
Tho ttupendous worlc was constructed in 
the comparatively short period of twenty 
years.
